CAMPAIGN SONG*. 


According to a veteran campaigner, na- 


tional songs jilny a very important part in a 
political campaign. Tlioy beget enthusiasm, 
patriotic sentiment is stirred, reinforced and 
strengthened by the music, and for tins 
purpose, he argues, our national songs must 
be kept to the front. 
If great audiences, 


supported by the instruments, could be led 
to sing these songs—and why is this not 
easily practicable ?—the effect would be 
immense. Many who never go to a political 
meeting would be drawn thither. Women 
would be attracted and add their voices to 
swell the grand chorus. Love of coqntry 
would be quickened, a deeper feeling of 
pride in her institutions aroused and 
firmer purpose to protect and defend them. 
Get the people, old and young, men, Women 
a,ad children, to Ringing our grand old songs 
It will tell mightily on the progress and rc- 
tiiltn of the next campaign. A tidal wave of 
popular enthusiasm wITT thus be arOUgca ^ 
which, gaining volume as it rolls on until 
election day, will bo the political high-water 
mark of the century. 


"Protection to American interests" is I lie 


watchword and the grave topic of the hour. 
This might well be the burden of every Re- 
publican speech of the campaign. Our 
national songs, ''My Country, 'Tis of Thee," 
''The Star Spangled Banner," "The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic," and others all sing 
clour and strong this patriotic American 
policy. All breathe the same sentiment of 
fidelity to American interests and exultant 
pride in American well-being and well- 
doing. The venerable author of our national 
hymn, Rev. Samuel F. Smith, of Massachu- 
setts, now over 80 years of age, i» right 
when, in a recent letter to Governor Mc- 
Kinioy, he sends him an autograph copy of 
his song, My Country, 'Tis of Thee," and 
says the Declaration of Independence, the 
McKinley bill and his own national hymn 
should bo posted together in conspicuous 
places throughout the country. 


These songs, having in them dignity, and 


purpose and power, are of course the sub- 
stantial element in this feature of a political 
campaign 
But others of varied character, 


with local or personal coloring, humorous or 
satirical, from a few lines to a few stanzas, 
as club songs or marching songs, are also in 
order. Jcility of this sort—as witness the 
campaign of "Tippocanoe and Tyler, too," 
more than half a century ago—atttacts and 
is enjoyed and remembered long after the 
occasion has passed away that gave it birth 
nud meaning.

After "doing" Richmond pretty 
thoroughly wo loft in the evening to my 
rooms for dinner. This being over and the 
events of the day recounted, the doctor, who 
played well, opened the piano, saying, 
"Boys, we have our old quartette here; let 
us have a song." As the house opposite was 
occupied by paroled Confederate officers, no 
patriotic songs were sung. Soon the lady 
of the house handed me this note: "Com- 
pliments of General 
and staff. 
Will 


the gentlemen kindly allow us to come over 
and hear them sing ?" Of course we con- 
sented, and they camo. As the General 
entered the room I recognized instantly the 
face and figure of one who stood second only 
to Lee or Jackson in the whole Confederacy. 
After introduction and the usual round of 
civilities, we sang for them glees and college 
songs, until at last ho said: "Excuse me, 
gentlemen. You sing delightfully, but what 
we want to hear is your army songs." Then 
we gave thorn the army songs with unction, 
the "Battle Hymn of the Republic," "John 


„ 
Brown's Body," "We're Coming, Father 
Abraham," "Tramp, Tramp, Tramp, the 
Boys arc Marching," through the whole 
catalogue to the "Stai Spangled Banner," 
to which many a foot beat time as if it had 
never stepped to any but the music of the 
Union, and closed our concert with "Rally 
Round the Flag." 


When the applause had subsided, a tall, 


fine-looking fellow in a major's uniform 
exclaimed: ''Gentlemen, if we'd had your 
songs, we'd have licked you out of your 
boots. Who couldn't have marched or fought 
with such songs? Why we had nothing, 
absolutely nothing, exceot a bastard 'Mar- 
seillaise,' the 'Bonnie Blue Flag" and 
'Dixie,' which were nothing but jigs. 'Mary- 
land, My Maryland,' was a splendid song, 
but tho tune, old 'Lauriger Horatius,' was 
about as inspiring as the 'Dead March in 
Saul,' while every one of these Yankee songs 
is full of marching'and fighting spirit." 
Then, turning to the General, he said, "I 
shall never forget the first time I heard 
"Rally Round the Flag.1 It was a nasty 
night during the Seven Days' Fight, and, if 
I remember rightly, it was raining. I was 
on picket, when just before 'taps' some fel- 
low on the other side struck up that song 
and others joined in the chorus until it 
seemed to me the whole Yankee army was 
singing.

Here we 
have licked them six days running, and now

The lack of funds to make all the ap- 


propriations desired by the legislature 
continues to be an Interesting topic among 
the members, but those from Philadel- 
phia Insist that the money for the Dela- 
ware river improvement must be found 
iiomewhere, even it It has to be taken 
from the item set aside for schools. It Is 
urguedthat a reduction of {500,000 In the 
total school appropriation would be folt 
but slightly In the individual districts, 
whereas expending that sum on the 
utate's highway to the sea would so stlmu 
late our commerce and general business 
that In a few years there would be enough 
revenue to largely increase the appropria- 
tions to schools. It Is also argued that 
Home of the country districts depend al- 
most entirely upon the state appropriation, 
and It would do them good to have to 
hustle about and raise a little larger fund 
of their own. 


Taxation Bill Aimed »t Corporation** 
A taxation bill aimed at corporations 


Walton. It taxes corporations, including 
money at Interest, stocks, bonds, etc , for 
nil local purposes, except public schools. 
Under existing laws corporations pay four 
mills to tho state and aro exempt from lo- 
cal taxation. Their stock will be assessed 
like real estate, and the mlllage of tho dis- 
f rlct will apply.

In the Interest of Retailor*.

On its foe* It seems ti> be 
a very ordinary bill, in that It merely 
amends the wholesale liquor law so as to 
prevent wholesale dealers and grocers 
from selling spirituous or vinous liquor* 
in less quantities than a gallon, Instead of 
a quart, as at present. When- the great 
quantity of wines and liquors purchased 
by the quart from grocers and eertaln 
wholesale dealers for family use is Uken 
into consideration the importance of'ih* 
measure can be readily teen. Should til* 
M ockrell bill becom* a law it would prac- 
tically force grocers out of the business, as 
most of their sales are by quart bottles, 
and then the entire traffic would go Into 
the hands of the retail saloon keepers. 
Every person desiring a quart of liquor tot 
household purposes would, under the pro- 
posed law, have to go to a saloon to get It. 


A mild sensation was created in the 


senate Saturday by the Introduction of 
the Baker rapid transit bill. The new 
measure la very general in character and 
Is to remedy the defect iu the present law 
which prevents ths construction of elevated 
roods 
It applies only to such corpora- 


tions which have been or may be organ- 
ized under the general railroad act of 1868, 
or have accepted Its provisions. The bill

UNCLE SAM'S FLAGS. 


The ra»t Number Which • Wnr Veml 


Needn to Have Beady. 


Before a man-of-war Is completely equip 


ped she must bo supplied with a varied ns- 
tortmonl of tho flags of all nations. 
The 


flag lockers of a cruiser like tho Now ITork 
will contain more than 200 diflurant en- 
signs. 


All the flags for our navy are made in 


the equipment building at the Brooklyn 
navy yard. Tho floor of the fiagroom Is 
covered with lines representing tho oxact 
measurements of the various ensigns, and 
it ia no easy matter to turn out a dag 
which will be exactly according to pat- 
tern, both as to design and measurement. 


There are olghtcolora uuod in lloBn— rod, 


white, blue, orange, yellow, green, brown, 
black and canary yellow. 


The canary yellow Is used Instead ot 


whlto in flags used for signaling. This Is 
because it is found that, when signaling 
at a distance, a whlto flog or a devioo on a 
white ground blends with tho horizon and 
becomes almost Invisible. 


The largest American flag roadois called 


No. 1. It measures 84. 80 feet In length 
and 13.13 feet in breadth and Is very rare- 
ly used. 


Tbo size called No. 3, which Is consider- 


ably smaller, Is the ono generally used by 
warships. 


Cruisers carry tho stars and stripes In 


seven different sizes, but only the Minne- 
apolis and the Detroit fly tho gigantic No. 
1 size. 


Tho most difficult flag to make is that 


of San Salvador. This flag requires all 
tho colors, and Costa Rico runs it close, 
requiring all but brown. 


Our own flag la by no means an easj 


ono to make. Tho 41 stars in their bluo 
field have to bo accurately arranged and 
tho stripes mathematically exact accord- 
ing to tho official pattern. 


The stars are made of muslin, folded 25 


times and punched out by a stool punch, 
which cuts a dozen or more stars at each 
operation. 


There am used In tho nary yard 60,000 


ynrds of bunting annually, which Is all 
made in tho United States. Before being 
made up into flags tho bunting is put to a 
very severe tost. From each lot a sample 
Is taken and steeped in fresh water for 21 
hours. After that it Is thoroughly scrub- 
bed with strong soap and then rinsed and 
dried. It Is then exposed to tho direct sun- 
light for 18 hours, and If it shows no fad- 
ing in color it is accepted.

Tho stovedoro coutrncts to put 
MS many buloa of cotton and aa much of 
other substances Into tho big thingof iron 
within n given time, usually ton duys, as 
hho will hold. During tho time tho stoain- 
nr is In port she ie In tho hands of the 
htovodore. He is responsible to the shipper 
nr broker who luia tho contract for her ro- 
i urn cargo.

i urso and give all the captious orders his 
frea dog nature may prompt, but tbo Btcve- 
iloros ajid tlio scrowinen waste very little 
I lino, attention or sympathy on him. They

I went throuph tho Urnnin, a Liverpool 


tramp here, with Mr. S. W. Bennett, an 
old custom house employee, recently and 
was surprised to find that tho small Rteain- 
c-r was under contract to carry 9,000 bales 
nt cotton, 800 pounds or thereabouts to 
Uiu bahj; 8,000 barrels or turpentine and 
8,000 tons of cottonseed meal, which is a 
•v cry high grade fertilizer, muoli used of 
very late yours in Europo and America, 
Instead at phosphates, guano and other 
fertilizers. 


It was In one of tho compartments of 


tho iron tramp steamship Uianla that I 
first witnessed the interesting process of 
packing a largo bale of cotton into tho 
very smallest space, much less than an 
ordinary bale of cotton would occupy. 
Tho process of "nosing up" th«o bales of 
cotton into tho space which two would 
ordinarily occupy cannot be understood 
or explained by tho uninitiated There arc 
five men in each eqund, ono of whom is 
the foreman, who doos nothing but direct; 
which bolo shall be fitted into a given 
space and tho manner In which it bhnll be 
placed. 


The four men throw tho heavy bales into 


position as easily as if they were straws, 
albeit with numerous grunts untrnnslnta- 
blo. It Is a matter of dexterity and not 
o( strength. The three bales nro piled 
upon each other edgewise, and then a long 
notched plank Is placed against ono of the 
lion stanchions resting on the floor or 
Bfjainst a layer of cotton, as the case may 
lio 
Ono end of tho screw, which weighs 


n bout 300 pounds, Is placed against the 
three bales of cotton, and tho other in one 
of the notches of the plank, which is 
about 2 inches thick. Then tho "nosing" 
bi'glna. 
Tho four men yank the crunk of 


tho screw, which has a right and left 
prong, by a sudden jerk sufficient to dls- 
lurnngo tho physical organi&m of an lima 
ttur. 


During this process of "nosing" the 


ft ur screwmen boconio bathed in perspira- 
tion and croon the most outjundish glb- 
btirish. It is hardly to bo comprehended 
by tho untutored car. Tlio swaying of tho 
black bodies is as regular as if they were 
automatons 
Aa they sway and croon tho 


three bales gradually yield to the turning 
ol tho crank until they are compressed, 
flat side down, into the spaoo which two 
bnlos, unpiessod, would occupy. 
This 


monotonous and tiresome process is repeat- 
ed hour after hour until the SJ.OOO bales 
are eompiessed into the space which 0,000 
boles would occupy thrown into tho ship's 
held iu tho usual way. Usually only ono 
orow occupies a compartment, but iu the

merchants and Craft Guilds. 


During tho twelfth century mercham 


guilds arose in all the towns of importance 
n England, and In the next century a fur- 
Iber development of town life took place 
in the rise of traft guilds. These assocla- 
iions wero composed of the artisans on- 
Staged in a certain industry in a purclou 
ar town. By the growth of population it 
s evident that when tho merchant guilds 
had attained thoir first century thure 
would be a considerable number of per 
eons dwelling iu the town who would not 
be eligible to membership of the guild 
either aa landholders or as the holi'i* of 
gulldsmen. Many of those would bo 
skilled in some pursuit or calling, and nat- 
urally they wunid adopt tho best means 
of seeming their rights and protecting 
their interests by taking common action 
against tho rest of tho community. 


Tho earliest craft guilds were those qf 


tho weavers and fullers of woolen cloth. 
The guild of bakers is nearly as old, and 
that of the leather dressers, or oorvesars, 
(lutes from about thosamo period. At first 
there was n struggle between the mer- 
chant guilds and the cruffc guilds, as the 
ono body naturally strove to retain its 
monopoly of the government of the town, 
and tho other ojidoavored to share in its 
municipal privileges. But tlio circum- 
stances of the time were such as to quickly 
uuito tlio two bodies in a common resist- 
ance to the tyranny of tho sovereign pow- 
er or of tho great feudal lords. In turn, 
tho monarch found it good policy to foster 
fho towns, both with tho object of devel- 
oping thoir wealth, and so of acquiring a 
sourco of revenue for himself as well aa of 
bringing into existence a factor to coun- 
terbalance the overgrown power of the no 
ties.—Westminster Review.

Breakfast in our homo was oaten 
meal porridge sweetened with treacle, 
eaten with small beer; dinner, meat only 
on Sunday, and that chiefly bones boiled 
into soup; the rest of the week's diijnpw, 
potatoes and oaten uakes, seldom buttep 
and never chpeso] supper, similar to 
breakfast, The quantity of these waa stint- 
ed, so that we often had not enough to eat, 


As to wages, nn ordinary man could not 


corn more than 10 shillings per week, and 
often he could not procure enough warp 
and weft even to earn that 
Tho idea of 


"putting £1 notes between slices of'broad 
and butter" is simply monstroua. In re- 
spect to tho statement of kindness and 
sympathy between, employers and em- 
ployed, loan only recollect srindin

It up first and tooted back, then the one 
to starboard, then another, then our friend 
to port, then the one ahead again. But 
their paddles teemed to work just the 
same, and they wore getting nearer. We 
could bear the coughing of the engines 
•nd the escape of steam quite plainly. 


I broke out Into a cold sweat 
"Tills boots me," I said. "Hero, tome 


one, fetch a flare, while I work up the 
born." And I began to play fantasias and 
what all on the siren. At Intervals I could 
hear tb« others wplring, blaring like hun- 
dred horsepower hulls. They seemed to 
be nil found ui. Th« Sarah Jane began to 
rook In the wash they raada. 


What the watch on deck thought they 


didn't afterward explain, but w« on the 
bridge were In a blue funk, with sweat 
pouring down us In streams.

products of combustion had reached one 
end of the room, causing a sudden deepen- 
ing of color in the konlsoope, In four min- 
utes the doop blue color was obtained two 
feet from the ceiling, and in 80 minutes 
tbe impurity nine feet from tho floor was 
very great, the color being an intensely 
deep blue.—Cincinnati Commercial Ga- 
zette.

One Hundred Million of Star*, 


Let us soe what richness of stellar dis- 


tribution Is Implied by this number ot 
100,000,000 of visible stars. It maybe 
easily shown that the area of the whole 
sky In both hemispheres is 11,266 square 
degrees. This gives 8,121 stars to tbe 
square degree. Tho moon's apparent di- 
ameter being slightly over half a degree— 
51 minutes 5 seconds—the area of its disk 
is about one-fifth of a square degree. The 
area of the whole star sphere is conse- 
quently abou,t 200,000 times the area of 
fbe foil moon. A total olf 100,000,000 of 
stars given, tborefore.600 stars to each space 
of eky equal In area to tlie full moon. 


This seems a large number, but stars 
scattered even as thickly as this would ap- 
pear at a considerable distance apart when 
viewed with a telescope of a high power. 
As the area of the moon's disk contain! 
about 760 square minutes of arc, there 
would pqt be an average of even one star 
tooadj sciuara minute, A pair of stars 
half a minute pr SO'secpndq apart wonld 
form a very wide doable star, anc) with 
stars placed at even fhls distance the 
moon's disk would cover about 8,000, or 
six times the actual nuinter visible in the
